Alexander Hamilton Stephens, 
Vice President of the Confed- 
erate States of America, so 
evalued the President of those 
states, Jefferson Davis. A long 
letter, written in bitterness to 
his beloved half brother, Linton, 
has now been published for the 
first time by “‘Emory Univer- 
sity Publications,” titled ‘‘A Let- 
er for Posterity.”’ 


‘Folly’ 


Stephens’ dramatic letter, 
casting new light on the death 
of the Confederacy, further 
charges that Jefferson Davis 
prevented a just peace between 
the North and the South by ‘‘the 
great folly’’ of sending Gen. Lee 
into Pennsylvania and Gen. John 
Hunt Morgan into Ohio in July 
of 1863. 

He protested the march into 
Pennsylvania, saying it would 
solidify Northern resistance, 
which truthfully was weakening 
with loud demands for peace in 
all the states of the North. He 
believed Gen.,Morgan’s daring 
raid caused the defeat of Clem- 
ent L. Vallandingham, a Demo- 
crat in Ohio sympathetic with 
the South and a leader in the 
campaign to end the war. Davis 
thought Gen. Lee’s move into 
Pennsylvania would, on the con- 
trary, heighten Northern senti- 
ment to end the war. None, of 
course, envisioned the Battle of 
Gettysburg into which both 
armies blundered by chance. 
And “Little Allick’”? was wrong 
about John Hunt Morgan. No 
one sent the fiery Kentuckian on 
his raid. He didn’t even inform 
anyone. He just went. 

The Vice President, when he 
wrote the letter in June, 1864, 
was confident posterity would 
endorse his judgment. If was 
never mailed to his brother, who 
scrupulously destroyed all con- 
fidential letters sent him, be- 
cause Linton was then in At- 
lanta. Gen. Sherman was near- 
ing the city. Stephens didn't 
want it lost or captured. He 
held it. For 90 years it remained 
in obscurity. In 1946 it was ac- 
quired, along with other Ste- 
phens manuscripts, by the Em- 
ory University Library which 
now has published it. 

Stephens had, almost from the 
beginning, come to distrust Jel- 
ferson Davis.

By 1862, Stephens was com- 
plaining he seldom saw the Pres- 
ident. In the winfer of 1862 | 
Stephens went home when Davis 
and the Congress removed the 
right of habeas corpus and ex- 
tended conscription. 

But in 1863 he was convinced 
there was opportunity, if sent as 
a commissioner to Washington, 
to bring about an armistice and 
peace. He knew Lincoln, hav- 
ing served with him in Congress 
where they had been friends. 
There were influential men in 
the North who were urging the 
war be ended. 

He wrote Davis. The Presi- 
dent was greatly interested. Ste- 
phens journeyed to Richmond 
There he learned to his dismay 
that Lee was moving into Penn- 
sylvania and that Vicksburg was 
about to fall. He protested. It 
was too late. Sick at heart, he 
set out at noon on July 3, in a 
small boat flying a flag of truce. 
At Newport News he was de- 
tained two days, then turned 
back. Gettysburg had been de- 
cided. Vicksburg had fallen. 
Lincoln and his cabinet voted 
not to see Stephens. 

Stephens went back home, con- 
vinced Davis had bungled and 
was responsible for the South's 
continued destruction. The more 
he meditated, the more warped | 
his perspective became. 

The man whom 
ways regarded as a weak and 
conceited but honest man _ be- 
came “a fool and a sly, hypo- 
critical, aspiring knave.” 

It is but another chapter in 
the history of a tragic war, 
brought on by fanatics of both 
sides — a war which could have 
been avoided had not violent 
men ruled the early councils.

People 
who live on the farms and in the small 
towns no longer stay at home on their 
own farm-to-market roads. They travel 
about the state, 

Highway funds should be spent where 
it wilt benefit the greatest number of 
people—those who foot the bill. To use 
it merely for vote-getting purposes is a 
shameful practice of which we've had far 
too much.

“We've named our place the 
Pattee Patio’’ say the new oc- 
cupants of the old house at the 
rear of No. 15 Baltimore Place, 
the home of Mrs. N. Barrington 
de Wells. The slave quarters at 
the rear of the de Wells’ walled- 
in garden opens onto a back 
alley. 

“When we tell our friends to 
come up a back alley to our 
place, they think we're kidding.”’ 


FACE LIFTING 


Kirk and Lee have done a fast 
face lifting and redecorating job 
on the quarters. Baltimore place, 
one of the most colorful sections 
in downtown Atlanta, runs from 
West Peachtree to Spring — and 
is the source of many legends.

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Song Festival 
Offers Repose _ ~ 


TICKANETLEY—The locusts in the white oak trees are 
sawing out a song of waning summertime. The creek down in 
the hollow speaks coolly of fall. But the sun is hot and folks 
from Mount Zion and Little River, from Towaliga and Noly- 
chucky fan themselves with pocket handkerchiefs and hats and 
wait for one of the most important events in their summer season 
to begin. 


It’s the annual old-time singing festival of Tickanetley Primi- 
tive Baptist Church—and the. little white building which has 
stood on a knoll near Bucktown Community for nearly a hundred 
years is jammed with brethren and sisters from all over the 
Blue Ridge district. 


There are many Primitive Baptist churches in Georgia, 
different from others in their ‘deeply reverent observance of the 
foot-washing ceremony and their opposition to use of musical 
instruments in their churches. But this was my first visit in one 
and I came away feeling that I had been privileged to visit an 
hour or two in another age, in another period in history. 


At Tickanetley services are conducted by elders, instead of 
ordained ministers. These are laymen who take turns exhorting 
the congregation, lining out the scriptures and urging a closer 
adherence to The Book. After an hour of singing and an hour 
of exhortation the congregation, which numbers but 67 members, 
and two or three hundred visitors move out to the long deal 
tables under the trees for dinner—one of those sumptuous, coun- 
try-style meals calculated to drive a city visitor to «highly un- 
spiritual stages of gluttony. 

Then the serious singing begins. From early afternoon until 
the shadows hegin to settle on Stover Mountain across the valley 
the folks at Tickanetley sing the ancient hymns which their 
forebears brought from England and Scotland and Ireland 200 
years ago. 


They have no instruments and they use big song books in. 
which the notes are shaped for easier following. Men members 
of the congregation take turns leading the singing and before 
singing the words of a hymn they go over it first singing the 
notes and beating out the meter with their hands. All over the 
church hands move together, old work-gnarled hands of elderly 
men and women, plump dimpled hands of little children, weav- 
ing out soundless music in the air. 


The songs have unusual names for hymns—names which 
seem to have nothing whatever to do with the song itself. There's 
one called ‘‘Liverpool,’’. another called ‘‘Rochester.'’ There's 
‘New Britain” and “‘Duane Street’? and ‘‘Avon’’ and ‘Elysian.’ 
Many of the words. sound like the words of old folk songs. 


There's one I liked called ‘Social Band’’ which goes: ‘Say 
now, ye lovely social band, who walk the way to Canaan's land; 
Have you just ventured to the field, well armed with helmet, 
sword and shield.’’ 

It goes on to sing of “hill of sweet repose’ 


where one may 
“bid adieu to all their woes,”

Slim Hip 
Technique 


Is Told 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Exercise can put a stop to 
spreading hips, and what's more, 
can slim bulky inches off this 
measurement by restoring tone 
to flabby muscles. 

You can't go very far wrong 
on hip exercises, since most of 
them are in the general direction 
of streamlines. However, the cal- 
isthenics that apply the science 
of muscular movement to hit the 
exact spot get streamlined re- 
sults faster. 

The angle of swing depends on 
whether you're trving to reach 
the big muscle that pads the rear 
hips or the muscles flanking the 
sides. A straight swing, past a 
4>degree angle, brings the glu- 
teus Maximus muscle _ vigor- 
ously into action. To reach the 
muscles bounding the sides of 
the hips, put a curve on the 


swing, like this. . 
POSITION: Lying on _ right 
side, left leg on top of right. 


Elbow bent, left hand braced on 
floor in front of chest for support. 

MOVEMENT: Lift the left leg 
a few inches and make wide cir- 
cles, knee straight, circling first 
in one direction 5 counts, and 
then the other. Continue about 
10 counts, reverse sides and cir- 
cle with right leg. 

Now rest a little with an easy, 
straight roll. ... 

Same position—lying on side, 
legs straight down, arms out of 
the way. 

MOVEMENT: Roll flush 
across the hip padding and on 
over to thigh bulge. roll back 
hips and on over to the 
other thigh. This is an easy ex- 
ercise movement that can be con- 
tinued 20 or more counts. Make 
it a slow, heavy roll, bringing the 
weight to bear on the bulges. 

To reach the trio of hip mus- 
cles, try this. ‘ 

Same position—lying on side, 
legs straight down. Again have 
one hand braced on floor for 
support. 

MOVEMENT: Flex the knee of 
the top leg, bring it vigorously 
toward chest, shoot leg straight 


2CTOSS 


down and swing—forcibly back 
as far as possible ... and hold. 
Flex knee to chest again and 
repeat, 3 times. Reverse sides 
and bend and swing the other 
leg. 


To look better in a skirt, try 
a two-in-one exercise ... 

POSITION: Kneeling on floor, 
bending forward with head rest- 
ing on folded arms. Just make 
sure to have knees in straight 
line with hips . . . not a slanting 
line. 

MOVEMENT: Move right leg 
backward, straightening knee, 
and raise leg in air as high as 
comfortable, and hold. Feel the 
pull on the middle muscles, too. 
Come -back to position and move 
left leg backward, up and hold. 
Three times with each leg is 
enough.

One of the issues which the 84th Congress will face when it 
convenes in January is legislation sponsored by the National 
Automobile Dealers Assn. to permit reinstatement of the ‘‘anti- 
bootlegging’’ clause contained in dealer selling agreements made 
with factories prior to 1948. 

If the measure is passed into law, it will be due at least in 
part to the efforts of Alton M. Costley, NADA vice president and 
chairman of that group’s national affairs committee, who oper- 
ates a franchised agency in East Point. 

Costley said Tuesday that such a clause in selling agreements 
is the only way to stop bootlegging which is a serious threat 
to authorized new car dealers in Georgia as well as in all other 
parts of the nation. 


| Markup Sale 

Bootleggers, he said, are franchised dealers who purchase 
more cars than their sales areas can absorb, and consequently 
sell the extra cars at a slight markup to non-authorized dealers. 

The cars are then taken to another sales area and sold at 
auction to other used car dealers or put on the lots of the unau- 
thorized dealers who bought the cars from the bootlegger. 

The authorized dealer, with a large investment in his bust- 
ness necessary to maintain service, parts and sales departments, 
is unable to meet the prices of such low-overhead lots, Costley 
said. 

“Tf this type of selling continues,’’ Costley said, ‘‘it will un- 
dermine the franchised dealers. In order to compete they will 
have to get rid of their service and parts departments. Thus, 
the customer would suffer too.”’ 

In testimony at a Senate subcommittee hearing last month 
the Atlantan said automobile owners already are ‘‘unconscious 
victims of bootlegging.’’

| The $46,000 brick structure, be- 


gun last May and designed to 
conform with the houses in the 
immediate area, is located at the 
intersection of Howell M#l and 
Moore’s Mill Roads. It will serve 
most of the northwest area. 

Built under the supervision of 
the city’s Building Department, 
‘it is one of the largest suburban 
stations in Atlanta. It will accom- 
i'modate two modern trucks and 
will maintain its own repair serve 
ice, 

A dormitory, built as a wing 
on to the one-story structure, will 
sleep as many as fourteen men 
and kitchen and dining facilities 
will be adequate for the same 
amount. The firemen will do their 
own cooking. 

An apparatus room will be lo- 
cated next to the two-truck ga- 
rage and an alarm room will be 
at the entrance to the station. The 
alarm system will be connected 
to the main station on Courtland 
street and will receive a fire 
alarm simultaneously with the 
main office. 

An exterior retaining wall will 
provide for a terrace in the rear 
of the building.’ Shrubbery and 
grass will be planted to add.
